“An atomic war will destroy | 
the last vestiges of civiciza- 
tion,” Alan J, Perlis, a member | 
of the Association of Pasadena 
Scientists, told the members of | 
the Upland Presbyterian men’s 
club Friday evening. 

Stating that we have our 
choice of “One World or Nene,” 
the speaker pictured the next |; 
war as one of no armies, navies | 
nor air forces, but rather one 
of rocket-propelled atomic 
bombs. He urged that we turn | 
the “know-how” of the atomiic 
bomb over to an international 
commission, saying that the 
only alternative was another 
huge armament race, this time 
in nuclear. power. 

(Every large nation, accord- 
ing to Perlis, has scientists who 
thoroughly understand all the 
principles of the bomb, and 
only knowledge of production 
is lacking at the present. time. 
He predicted that Russia would 
be producing bombs within 
three years, and that any other 
nation could. solve the riddle 
within ten years.

The answer came out in a chance 
conversation here,in the Sunkist 
office yesterday.

“Well, yes,” Colgan admitted. 
“You see, there are lots of mines 
up there.” 

“And you sell Exchange fruit 
‘way up there?” 

“We don’t sell our fruit just in 
the urban areas of Canada,” Col- 
gan said. “They’re the most impor- 
tant, of course, You’ve said Toronto 
surprised you—it’s such a big, 
bustling city. The metropolitan area 
now has over 800,000 people. Mont- 
real has over a million. And Canada 
has a dozen other sizable cities— 
fine citrus markets. But we don’t 
stop with those. 


“The whole idea of the Exchange 
is to provide adequate marketing 
facilities for the citrus growers, 
isn’t it? Well—Canada offers a first- 
class market for them—big enough 
to absorb thousands of cars of fruit 
each year. So the seven Canadian 
sales offices cover the Dominion just 
as thoroughly as the 49 American 
offices cover the States, 


“Beyond the cities we blanket the 
farming areas. And then we go right 
on up into the north country. Here 
in Ontario there are literally scores 
of mining and logging towns up in 
the timber. Actually, the miners are 
among our best customers.”
